Houses to be built 
on former pub site 

HOUSES will be built on the site of a former 
Halesowen landmark pub. 

Work has begun clearing the old Wagon 
and Horses site, in Long Lane, which was 
demolished two years ago. 

Halesowen-based estate agents Lex 
Allan Grove confirmed that sale boards had 
now been erected for the nine new builds. 

A spokesperson said: “The houses will 
have three bedrooms but it is not certain 
whether they will be detached or semi-de¬ 
tached yet. 

“Our guide price for them will be from 
£192,000 to £220,000.”

A SURGE in the number of 
traveller camps across the 
Black Country has prompted 
councils to set up a meeting 
to discuss the problem. 

As the number of travellers in the 
area rises this summer, so too are re¬ 
ports from residents and businesses 
about anti-social behaviour, crime 
and mess left behind by travellers. 

It has prompted a joint meeting of Black 
Country authorities, led by Sandwell Council 
who have put the annual cost of dealing with il¬ 
legal encampments as in the region of £250,000 

Nick Bubalo, the council’s director for regen¬ 
eration and economy, said: “Sandwell are in the 
process of co-ordinating a joint Black Country 
meeting between respective councils and police 
chiefs to look more strategically at how we can 
deal with this growing issue. 

“The council is looking at the legislation to 
see where a more targeted approach can be 
taken in relation to the worst offenders.” 

Mr Bubalo also confirmed that the council 
has established a monthly working group with 
the police to respond to the growing concerns 
raised by the public. 

He added that the council is working closely 
with West Midlands Police. 

Concerns 

But there are concerns at the police’s re¬ 
sponse. Dudley Council’s Halesowen North 
representative Councillor Hilary Bills said: 
“There’s been a little bit of inconsistency with 
the police this year, because there’s something 
called a section 61 of the criminal code, which 
is actually a forced entry. Last year we were 
told, make your parks and green spaces secure, 
so that if they have to perform a criminal act to 
break in, the police will have something called 
a section 61 and then they have 24 hours to go. 

“My experience in my own ward is we’ve had 
two incursions, on both occasions the travellers 
had to commit a crime to get in, and on neither 
occasion did police use a section 61. Regular 
people, law-abiding people, do not understand 
why other people can come into our commu¬ 
nity, break the laws, and nothing happens.” 

West Midlands Police communications man¬ 
ager Lee Page said: “There seems to be a mis¬ 
conception that the police have the power to 
immediately close down these camps and move 
people on, but in reality the process is con¬ 
trolled by law. Despite the best efforts of police 
and councils, and our desire to secure swift va¬ 
cation of the land, this process can sometimes 
take up to a week if we have to go to court.” 

Superintendent Phil Dolby said: “West 
Midlands Police has a positive duty to serve 
all communities in a fair and equitable way. 
Our officers and staff need to strike a balance 
between the rights of the individual and the 
rights of the settled community when dealing 
with gipsies and travellers.” 


SCULPTOR LUKE IS AIMING TO INSPIRE STUDENTS

A CELEBRATED Black Country sculptor has 
created a work to say thank you to the college 
where he developed his talents. 

Luke Perry is well known for his striking 
pieces that celebrate the industrial heritage 
of the region but his latest is also inspired by 
his time studying at King Edward VI College 
in Stourbridge. 

The 33-year-old artist attended the college 
between 2000 and 2003 and still has a per¬ 
sonal link as his wife Natalie works as an art 
technician there. So when asked to produce a 
centrepiece for the college grounds, working 


with current students, Luke jumped at the 
chance and has been working on the design 
of the sculpture, which is due to be installed 
this week, since June. 

He said: “This has been a very personal job, 
and it is great to put a sculpture in a place 
that will be used by students and become part 
of the old King Edwards but also the new.” 

Inspired by the architecture of the historic 
college, which was founded in 1552, Luke has 
created a piece that he says draws upon, and 
parodies, the neo-Gothic. 

He said: “It is two stone octagons placed 


on top of each other, similar to a cenotaph, 
and then projecting from that is a cast iron 
and steel fabricated piece, which represents a 
moral compass. All around it there are sign¬ 
posts and quotes from literature and film.” 

The quotes include ‘I am the master of my 
fate’ from the poem Invictus, to advice of¬ 
fered in blockbuster Indiana Jones and the 
Last Crusade ‘You lost today, kid, but that 
doesn’t mean you have to like it’. The work 
has also reunited Luke with his former Eng¬ 
lish teacher Rosie Shale, who helped him and 
the students find the inspirational quotes.

Teenager in death 
probe freed on bail 

A FOURTH teenager who was arrested 
over the murder of father-of-two Simon 
Johnson in Netherton has been re¬ 
leased on bail. The 18-year-old was 
quizzed by officers after being arrested 
on Tuesday last week.

Mr Johnson was found stabbed to 
death at a house in Cradley Road on 
August 11.

They 
claim that subsidies of up to 40 per cent 
are available to pensioners. 

The con promotes ‘roof coating’ work 
as an alternative to re-roofing and claim 
to make roofs ‘maintenance free’ for up to 
20 years.

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Three die in weekend of horror on roads 



Tributes to MJ on Keats Road 


A MAN and two children have died af¬ 
ter a weekend of horror crashes in the 
Black Country. 

A four-month-old baby girl and a 
three-year-old boy were among the vic¬ 
tims as tragedy struck in three separate 
crashes, one of which closed the M6 
until Monday morning. 

In the first incident, a four-month- 
old girl died following a collision on 
the Birmingham Road in Walsall. The 
crash, close to The Bell pub, happened 
at 8.50pm on Friday. It involved a Ford 
Focus and a blue BMW 1 Series. 


The baby, travelling in the red Ford 
Focus, was pronounced dead at the 
scene, while several other people were 
taken to hospital with non-life-threat¬ 
ening injuries. 

The road was closed for several hours 
while emergency services and collision 
investigators worked to clear the area 
and carry out inquiries to try and estab¬ 
lish what happened. 

Sergeant Chris Ridge from the colli¬ 
sion investigation unit, said: “A young 
baby has tragically died, this is devas¬ 
tating for her family and our thoughts 


remain with them at this difficult time. 
We would still like to hear from anyone 
who saw what happened and has not yet 
spoken to an officer.” 

On Saturday afternoon a three-year- 
old boy was killed after a collision with 
a tipper van in Wolverhampton. Mat¬ 
thew Junior Rowland George Maybin, 
known as MJ, was pronounced dead at 
the scene in Keats Road, The Scotiands. 

On Sunday Telford father-of-two An¬ 
thony Marston, 54, died after a crash 
between a lorry, car and van on the M6 
at Walsall at around 3pm. 


Students celebrating 
A-level results success 



AS A-level students across 
Dudley celebrated some re¬ 
cord results, one teenager 
had extra reason to jump for 
joy when he saw his grades. 

Dudley Sixth student Kulbir 
Singh didn’t speak English until 
the age of 15, having come to the 
UK from Italy. But the 18-year- 
old has scored an impressive four 
A*s in mathematics, chemistry, 
further mathematics and phys¬ 
ics. 

Kulbir, who studied a one-year 
ESOL course (English for Speakers of 
other Languages) before his A-levels, 
will now take up his place at Brase- 
nose College, Oxford, to read physics. 

He said: “I liked maths and physics 
before I came to Dudley Sixth, now 
I love them. My tutor’s shared my 
passion for the subjects and really 
motivated me to do well. It’s such a 
relaxed, friendly atmosphere in which 
to study that I always felt happy to 
come to college. 

Ambition 

“My ambition is to go on and get 
a first at Oxford. Dudley Sixth has 
helped me believe anything’s possible 
if you work for it.” 

Kulbir, who lives in Smethwick, 
was not the only one celebrating at 
the college as the number of students 
achieving higher grades rose and 30 
out of 37 subjects received a pass rate 
of 100 per cent. 

Elsewhere in the borough, Old 

Swinford Hospital in Stourbridge 
recorded a 100 per cent pass rate 
across 23 subjects. High-fiyers in¬ 
cluded Budd Crooks, from Worcester, 
who gained straight A*s, and Nat 
Slater, from Kingswinford, with one 
A* and two A grades. Both students 
will continue their education at the 
University of Bath, studying natural 
sciences. 

Stourbridge boys Oliver Mann, who 
achieved straight As, and Cameron 
Harrison, who achieved A*,A,B, are 
to study in London, at the London 
School of Economics and Political Sci¬ 


ence and University College London 
respectively. 

At Bishop Milner Catholic College 
in Dudley, 43 per cent of students 
picked up A* to B Grades and 69 per 
cent A* to to C Grades with the over¬ 
all pass rate at 99.3 per cent. 

Head Girl Alannah Joy found out 
she had one Distinction*, three As 
and a C, Theo Kacoulli achieved an 
A*, two Distinction* and a B, while 
Matthew Timmins collected three 
Distinction* grades. 

Principal Steve Haywood said: “We 
are delighted to see so many success¬ 


ful performances and wish all stu¬ 
dents a bright and happy future.” 

An overall pass rate of 99 per cent 
was recorded at Halesowen College 
with all students gaining at least one 
A-level. Among the high performers 
was Emma Rolinson who picked up 
A*s in sociology and psychology and 
an A in English Literature while 
Adam Higgins achieved three As in 
biology. 

Bristnall Hall Academy in Oldbury 
celebrated improved A-level results 
with 100 per cent of pupils gaining 
two or more passes, up seven per cent 


from last year, and 80 per cent achiev¬ 
ing three or more A-level passes. The 
proportion of higher grades achieved 
was also significantly higher than in 
previous years with 78 per cent of 
grades being at A* to C. 

Principal Vince Green said: This 
year’s strong outcomes for our young 
people are thoroughly deserved after 
the efforts of these students and the 
team of staff.” 

Ormiston Forge Academy in Cra- 
dley Heath had 63 per cent earning 
three or more passes, a four per cent 
increase on last year. 


Heather the 
life-saver 
has won St 
John award 

A YOUTH leader has been named St 
John Ambulance’s Volunteer of the Year 
for the West Midlands. 

Heather Griffiths, aged 34, from Hale¬ 
sowen, has been honoured by the first 
aid charity. The Volunteer of the Year 
title is awarded to a St John Ambulance 
volunteer who has ‘excelled at learning, 
teaching, practising or supporting first 
aid to an exemplary level.’ 

Heather, a young persons’ service lead 
at the St John Ambulance unit in Hale¬ 
sowen, was nominated for the award 
after saving the life of a stranger in 
Brierley Hill last August. 

A volunteer with the first aid charity 
since the age of six, Heather spotted a 
man sitting on the pavement, looking 
pale and very unwell. She stopped to 
see if he was OK and was told that he 
had been feeling unwell for weeks, and 
while she was calling an ambulance, the 
man collapsed onto the busy road. With 
the help of bystanders, Heather got him 
back onto the pavement and put him 
into the recovery position. He stopped 
breathing and Heather started CPR. She 
continued until paramedics arrived and 
re-started his heart with a defibrillator. 

Heather said: “I’m just glad I was 
there to help, and that my years of train¬ 
ing with St John Ambulance prepared 
me to deal with situations like this.” 

Steve Hargreaves, regional director 
for St John Ambulance said: “Heather’s 
story is the very essence of what St John 
Ambulance is about - ordinary people 
doing extraordinary things through first 
aid.” 

Fuel station In 
bid to expand 

A PETROL station near Stourbridge is 
set to expand, with more filling pumps 
and par lung spaces to be provided for 
customers. 

The plans for the BP station on Hag- 
ley Road, Oldswinford, near to the Crab- 
mill pub, have been recommended for 
approval by Dudley Council planning 
bosses. 

Under the plans, a former central 
heating and plumbing specialists would 
be knocked down to allow the expansion 
of the fuel station. 

A total of 11 parking spaces would be 
created by the move while two 80,000 
litre underground fuel storage tanks 
would also be installed. 

A final decision is set to be made by 
the council’s planning committee next 
week.

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Prison after 
bungling 
bank robber 
really slips up 

A CROOK who backed a loser when 
he tried to rob a bank armed with a 
betting slip, has begun a lengthy pris¬ 
on sentence. 

Jason Philips scribbled a warn¬ 
ing on the back of the slip when he 
claimed to have a nail bomb and gun. 
The 35-year-old passed the note over 
the counter to a member of staff at 
Lloyds Bank in High Street, Sedg- 
ley, after waiting until there were no 
other customers around. 

Miss Sally Hancox, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
that the move backfired when the 
teller showed the message to the 
other cashiers on duty. They all fol¬ 
lowed the security procedure, stood 
up and walked into a rear office, leav¬ 
ing the hapless robber alone and emp¬ 
ty-handed. 

Philips, from Hunton Road, Erding- 
ton, was ‘off his head’ on cocaine, the 
court heard. 

Police shown CCTV of the incident 
recognised the culprit who had previ¬ 
ous convictions involving 172 offences 
and he was arrested in Kidderminster 
on July 20. His fingerprints were 
found on the betting slip and a carrier 
bag he left at the bank. 

Mr Gareth Morley, defending, said: 
“He accepts that his behaviour caused 
shock, distress and fear but it was 
doomed to fail.” 

Philips, who had been jailed in 
February 2012 for robberies on su¬ 
permarkets in Wombourne, Wordsley 
and Sedgley, pleaded guilty to the at¬ 
tempted robbery at the bank and was 
jailed for three years and four months. 

Court date for 
robbery accused 

STAFF at a bookmakers near Stour¬ 
bridge were threatened with a shot¬ 
gun during a terrifying raid, one of a 
spate of robberies or attempted rob¬ 
beries. 

The first attack occurred when 
a man burst into William Hill in 
Bridgnorth Road, Wollaston, armed 
with a double-barrelled shotgun at 
around 9pm on August 12. A Sains- 
bury’s Local nearby was then robbed 
an hour later. On August 15, there 
was an attempted robbery at William 
Hill in Brettle Lane, Amblecote. 

Michael Webb, 37, of Kingsway, 
Stourbridge, appeared at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court in connection with the 
robbery spree. He has yet to enter a 
plea and is to appear at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on September 15.

Developer quits homes 
scheme at school site 


PLANS to transform the site of a 
former school and college cam¬ 
pus in Stourbridge with new homes 
have fallen through after the pre¬ 
ferred developers pulled out. 

Cameron Homes, who were chosen as 
the developers of the former Longlands 
School, have confirmed that they will not 
go ahead with revamping the site. 

Community leaders have described the set¬ 
back as a blow, but said that they still hoped to 
see site developed in the future. 

The Longlands site was a school between 
1912 and 1990 before Stourbridge College took 
it over as an arts campus. 

The land was last used back in 2011 before 
Stourbridge College relocated its art depart¬ 
ment to a new campus on Venture Way in 
Brierley Hill. 

There has been concern about vandalism at 
the site. 

Wollaston and Stourbridge Town ward coun¬ 
cillor Nic Barlow said: “It is unfortunate but it 
is one of those things. 

“There has obviously been a delay in getting 
the college developed but we will have to wait 
for the college to work with interested parties 
to get the development moving.” 

Cameron Homes and BMet did not wish to 
comment. 

Disappointed 

Dudley Council’s regeneration boss, Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed, said the developer’s de¬ 
cision was a blow but that the local authority 
would continue to look for a new developer for 
the site. 

He said: “We are disappointed this deal fell 
through, which was something beyond our con¬ 
trol, but have started marketing the site again 
with immediate effect. 

“We share people’s frustrations, but rest as¬ 
sured we are working together with BMet and 
our agent to secure a developer for the site.” 

Stourbridge MP Margot James had been 
heavily involved with trying to get the project 
moving and had called for speedier progress 
after the scheme was hit by delays. 

People living in the area had also called for 
the site, which has been targeted by vandals, to 
be brought back into use. 

Ms James said BMet bosses would be co-op¬ 
erating with police in a bid to prevent further 
vandalism at the site.

Planning blow as now 
council facing costs 


A COUNCIL faces the double blow of paying 
a firm’s costs having already seen two of its 
planning refusals overturned on appeal. 

Dudley Council’s planning committee turned down plans 
by New River Retail for two supermarkets at pub sites. 

One involved demolishing Halesowen’s Maypole Inn and 
replacing it with a store, while the other was for a store to 
be built next to the Ashwood Inn in Wordsley. 

Both were turned down because of existing convenience 


stores in the area and con¬ 
cerns were also put forward 
about parking. 

But both decisions were 
overturned on appeal by an 
independent planning in¬ 
spectorate. 

Inspector Mr Michael 
Boniface also invited the 
applicant to submit costs, 
citing in both cases ‘unrea¬ 
sonable behaviour resulting 
in unnecessary or wasted 
expense’. 

The application will be 
made to the council and an 
agreement made over the 
amount eventually paid out. 

The Maypole, on Bassnage 
Road, was listed as an ‘asset 
of community value’ and it 
was said the planning com¬ 
mittee on a site visit found 
parking problems. 

In a report, the inspec¬ 
tor criticised the council’s 
submitted evidence, stat¬ 
ing: “Very little empirical 
evidence was provided and 
concerns appear to relate 
more to the general traffic 
conditions in the area.” 

The proposal on Ashwood 
Inn was to build a store in 
the pub car park but the 
venue itself would not be

affected. Mr Boniface said 
the applicant had submit¬ 
ted its case on highway and 
parking matters, which had 
been accepted by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning and highways 
officers. But it was not ‘ro¬ 
bustly explained’ by the 
council following its refusal 
how the development might 
create issues of highway 
safety. 

He said: “It is clear to me 
the council has prevented 
or delayed development 
that should clearly have 
been permitted. I therefore 
find unreasonable behav¬ 
iour resulting in unneces¬ 
sary or wasted expense, as 
described in the planning 
practice guidance, has been 
demonstrated and a full 
award of costs is justified.” 

A third application to de¬ 
molish the Summer House 
in Woodsetton to replace it 
with a supermarket, refused 
by the council, was also 
overturned at appeal but the 
inspector said costs were not 
justified for that case.

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£32111 overhaul scheme for 
trading estate is passed 


AMBITIOUS £32 million plans to overhaul a historic trading 
estate in Tipton and create more than 1,500 jobs have been 
approved by council bosses. 

Proposals to flatten the majority of the existing buildings on the 
Vaughan Trading Estate in Sedgley Road East were unveiled in April. 
Now plans have been given the go-ahead after Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning committee voted unanimously in favour of it at aplanning meet¬ 
ing at the town’s Council House. 

A planning application submitted to 
Sandwell Council by developer Dudley 
Unit Trust says overhauling the site 
would create 1,510 posts - 944 on site. 

Bosses behind the scheme aim to 
create 430,000 sq ft of work space on 
land neighbouring the Thomas Dudley 
Foundry and CAB Autos. 

Councillor Ian Jones, who worked 
on the former Vono site in the 1970s, 
believes the major investment will be 
a big boost to the area. 

He said: “Anything that will bring 
employment and upgrade the estate 
I think should be welcomed. I used to 
work at the site and it’s been in des¬ 
perate need of an upgrade for some 
considerable time. 

It’s very pleasing that there is going 
to be investment going into that area, 
because it was home to a lot of local 
employers and provided jobs for an 
awful lot of people in the area before. 

“You look at companies like CAB 
Autos, and you can tell how successful 
they are by the fact that the car park 
is always rammed. It will be good to 
have other businesses to supplement 
them in the area. Anything that can 
help the site become more usable and 
even better is something I welcome. 
Now I really hope that it gets delivered 
on time and within budget.” 

The planning report for the site 
states: “The proposed development 
has the potential to provide for 944 
full-time equivalent jobs on site.” 


Generosity 
saves money 
for museum 

A JOB that could have cost the Black 
Country Living Museum thousands 
of pounds, has been completed free 
of charge thanks to the generosity of 
two companies. 

The museum in Tipton Road feared 
it would be facing a huge bill when 
they discovered that two chimney 
flues at the Edwardian St James’ 
School needed to be replaced. 

Museum staff approached compa¬ 
nies for quotes to replace the flues, 
replicas which were fitted in 1991. 

Luckily Worcestershire Chimney 
Services and Midtherm, in Dud¬ 
ley, agreed to do the work for free, 
though it could have cost thousands 
of pounds. 

Between them, the firms created a 
modern, safer version of the existing 
flues that would still fit in with the 
period style of the classroom. Cus¬ 
tom-made parts and three days’ worth 
of labour was needed to complete the 
job.

A MULTI-MILLION pound facelift to 
transform a 1960s tower block is un¬ 
derway. Nelson House, in Tipton, will 
be upgraded in a £2.5 million refur¬ 
bishment. 

It will result in new windows and 
doors, lighting, fire alarms and smoke 
detectors, balcony railings and a fea¬ 
ture roof. The work will also see the 
creation of a larger car park and com¬ 
prehensive landscaping. Construction 
company Lovells will be carrying out 
the build. 

The Upper Church Lane property 


will be the 35th block of flats to be 
refurbished in the last 10 years by 
Sandwell Council. 

Authority bosses hailed the revamp 
and said it was a long time coming. 

Councillor Kerrie Carmichael, vis¬ 
iting the site, said: “It’s good news 
that this work is finally going ahead. 
It’s long overdue for the tenants here 
and we appreciate their patience. Not 
only will the renovation create better 
homes for the people living here, it will 
also lengthen the lifespan of and im¬ 
prove the appearance of the building. 


“I’m extremely proud that we have 
managed to continue investing in our 
council homes despite such challeng¬ 
ing financial times. In this case, the 
work was delayed due to Government 
cutting the funding for our housing in¬ 
vestment programme and we have had 
to find the money ourselves. 

“This is the 35th block that the 
council has refurbished over the last 
10 years and this is part of an ongoing 
refurbishment programme for the bor¬ 
ough’s tower blocks.’’The work should 
finish in the summer of 2017. 


Firm fined on 5 
inferno set 
to relocate 

A COMPANY fined £270,000 for blun¬ 
ders that sparked a factory inferno so 
hot it melted plastic window frames 
on nearby houses, plans to move from 
the Black Country, it has emerged. 

Alcohols, which has operated a busi¬ 
ness from Cresswells Road, Langley 
for 30 years, is finalising a proposed 
£12 million switch to a purpose-built 
factory in Rugby, Warwickshire. 

The news was broken during the 
Wolverhampton Crown Court case on 
Thursday in which the firm admitted 
health and safety failures that put its 
staff and the general public at risk. 

The massive inferno broke out 
when chemical fumes were ignited by 
static electricity as highly flammable 
ethyl acetate was transferred from 
one container to another without the 
earth cable being connected. 

The blaze burned for 18 hours be¬ 
cause valves on chemical tanks were 
corroded and could not be turned off, 
the court heard. It was so fierce that 
panels bent on parked cars and plastic 
fascias melted at nearby homes. 

Mr Andrew McLaughlin, represent¬ 
ing Alcohols, which has an annual 
turn over of around £22million and 
makes about £1.7million-a-year profit, 
disclosed: “The company is now plan¬ 
ning to move to Rugby. This will cost 
between £12 million and £15million. 
There are no immediate plans to sell 
the Langley site.”

How Bert inspired us 
to walk up mountains

NATHAN BRIANT tells how the 
memory of Bert Bissell, the 
peace campaigner, will always 
live on, helping so many others 


THE weather was poor but that 
didn’t stop a party from Dudley 
commemorating a legendary peace 
campaigner from the town for the 
third consecutive year. 

Legendary is a word often overused, 
but it is appropriate for Bert Bissell, 
whose life and work is not only commem¬ 
orated in his home town but also 390 
miles away, in Fort William in Scotland. 

He took countless trips with young people, 
showing them Ben Nevis, the highest moun¬ 
tain in the British Isles. Fort William is the 
nearest town to the mountain. He was instru¬ 
mental in maintaining links between Fort Wil¬ 
liam, Dudley and Hiroshima, one of the two 
Japanese cities obliterated by an American 
atomic bomb at the end of the Second World 
War. 

Memorial 

In 1985, he unveiled a memorial to the links 
established between the three places. 

And perhaps his most productive trip up 
Ben Nevis took place in 1945. It was Victory 
over Japan Day, or VJ Day, and Bert, who 
lived on Selborne Road, led a pilgrimage party 
from the Bible class to the summit and con¬ 
structed a ‘peace cairn’ to commemorate the 
end of the Second World War. It is this which 
is immortalised by the trekkers. 

And to recognise the impact he had on so 
many people’s lives and his attitude towards 
world peace, 28 people from the Black Coun¬ 
try walked the 10-mile round trip, with its in¬ 
cline of more than 4,000 ft, up the mountain 
recently to raise money for charities. 

Councillor Steve Waltho said: “We kicked 
off in rainy conditions. There were about 20 
of us and it was a battle to be honest - there 
are so few times when I have seen so much 


water [on Ben Nevis]. When we were there 
the conditions weren’t good and it just made 
it more treacherous. I have got £300 to £400 
from people from work. I would say we are 
going to exceed £5,000. It’ll probably be much 
higher than that. 

“We think it’s just the real appeal of the 
event over three years. For three years my¬ 
self, [Dudley MP] Ian Austin and [fellow 
Dudley councillor] Dave Tyler came together; 
Ian knows the Bissell family. The first year at¬ 
tracted 10 or 11 walkers; in 2015 there were 
15 and this year it attracted the most ever.” 

He added: “The very first year we contacted 
a councillor up there. He’s very interested 
in what we are trying to do up there. There 
are three stained glass windows moved from 
Dudley to Fort William [to mark Mr Bissell’s 
contribution].” 

“Bert was 96 when he died in 1998. He 


started the Bible club back in 1925 in Bicken 
Street. He is usually credited as being Dud¬ 
ley’s first probation officer - even before pro¬ 
bation officers existed. He used to take young 
people and set them on the right path. But he 
took a whole interest in world peace. 

“And there is a peace cairn at the top of Ben 
Nevis, made by the groups of young people 
taken up there and of course Bert himself. He 
was an absolute phenomenon. I don’t know of 
any other person who has the freedom of two 
different boroughs. He was recognised in Fort 
William and Dudley.” 

But despite Councillor Waltho’s admiration, 
there is one regret he has - that he never got 
to meet Mr Bissell himself, never got to speak 
to him about his ideals. He attended a meeting 
in the mid-1990s at which Mr Bissell spoke, 
but he never met him. 

Mr Bissell begun taking Bible classes up 


Snowdon in Wales then went to Ben Nevis for 
the first time in the early 1930s. It was there 
he formed a lifelong love for that range. He is a 
well-known figure in Fort William; he used to 
give talks to hundreds of schoolchildren. 

The Highland Council’s Councillor Thomas 
MacLennan said: “I’m 53 and the relation¬ 
ship with Dudley and Fort William was really 
strong. They came up again three years ago 
and Bert Bissell is well known in Fort Wil¬ 
liam.” 

Such was the impact that when Mr Bissell 
talked at schools in the town, people remem¬ 
ber them decades on. 

Mr Bissell’s family arrived in the Black 
Country in the 1920s from Yorkshire. Born in 
1902, he was one of five sons, their father a 
Methodist minister. He helped young people 
for decades and the regular blood donor was 
rewarded for his service when he was awarded 
an MBE in 1959. His life is commemorated 
with a monument opposite Dudley Council 
House in Coronation Gardens. 

Astley Blake, who now runs the Bible class 
Bert set up along with other campaigners Da¬ 
mian Corfield, Shaz Saleem and Steve Rayner 
and former Dudley police chief Richard Green, 
also took part. 

Charities 

The party included Dudley’s Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Mohammed Hanif and other councillors 
Keiran Casey and Cathryn Bayton. They were 
also helped by National Express, who spon¬ 
sored the climb. They provided a coach for the 
stretch from the Black Country to Scotland 
and back again - a journey of nearly 800 miles. 

All funds raised this year will go to the 
Councillor Hanif’s chosen charities for the 
year. They are the Friends of Alfie Johnson 
- which helps children with disabilities - the 
Dudley Centre for Inclusive Living and Dia¬ 
betes UK. 

The town legend was a friend of the Austin 
family and someone current Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin MP knew well as a child. Mr Austin 
said in June: “It goes to show the enduring 
legacy of Bert’s work in the community.”

A ROWING boat that can be used by people with disabil¬ 
ities will be launched in Dudley next month. 

Access in Dudley (AID) has secured a £10,000 grant 
from Sport England to buy a stable quad rowing boat, 
suitable for four or five people. 

The first boat of its kind in the area, it will be used 
primarily to give people with disabilities the opportunity 
to learn how to row. Dudley Rowing Club is working in 
partnership with Access in Dudley to provide the ses¬ 
sions. 

The bid to Sport England has been supported by Neth- 
erton Water Sports Centre, Dudley Council and British 
Rowing. The boat, named AID1 in honour of the organ¬ 
isation that secured its funding, will be launched on 
Thursday, September 1, at Netherton Reservoir. 

Tina Boothroyd, chairman of Access in Dudley and 
Dudley Rowing Club, said: “Following Team GB’s suc¬ 
cess on the water at the Rio Olympics, we’re absolutely 
delighted to have secured this funding to give local peo¬ 
ple who may have thought learning to row was not an 
option for them.”

Improvements include repairs to 
the park gates, war memorial, band¬ 
stand and Heath Pool as well as the 
creation of a new cafe and toilet fa¬ 
cilities. 

People can take part in the survey 
online at www.dudley.gov.uk and 
searching ‘Mary Stevens Park sur¬ 
vey’ or by collecting a questionnaire 
from the park’s activity centre. The 
closing date is Friday, September 2. 


Dudley Council’s environment 
boss Hillary Bills said: “This is a 
great opportunity for people who 
visit Mary Stevens Park to tell us 
about how they visit and utilise the 
park and we’re keen to gain insight 
into how the recent improvements 
may have enhanced their time.” 

A £2.6 million grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund allowed the 
revamp to go ahead. 

The entrance gates, which had 
long been in need of repair were 
refurbished. The grade II-listed 
bandstand saw parts of its original 
ironwork replaced and the Stour¬ 
bridge coat of arms installed. A new 
power supply to the bandstand was 
also laid to make future concerts 
easier to stage. 

A ranger has been appointed by 
the council to deliver a programme 
of activities at the revamped park.

New speed 
cameras for 
junction on 
busy route 


SPEED cameras in Dudley are set to be in¬ 
stalled at a notorious junction on the Bir¬ 
mingham New Road under plans by high¬ 
ways bosses to crack down on dangerous 
driving. 

Dudley Council said it was investigating putting 
two fixed cameras on the bend near Woodcroft Ave¬ 
nue, Tipton. 


U-turns could also be 
banned at the junction with 
Ivyhouse Lane, Coseley, and 
cameras installed to police 
it. 

Councillors and residents 
have long called for safety 
measures at the Woodcroft 
Avenue junction. A cam¬ 
paign called for new traffic 
lights near the entrance to 
the street over concerns 
for the safety of motorists 
leaving the Foxyards estate. 
Some 600 people signed a 
petition in support of that 
suggestion. 

The measures have 
been included in the coun¬ 
cil’s Local Safety Scheme 
Proposed Programme for 
2016/17. 

Safety experts estimate 
the measures would de¬ 
crease the likelihood of ac¬ 
cidents on that stretch of 
the busy Birmingham New 
Road by half. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin has been vocal about 
the need for action on that 
stretch of road. He said: 
“I’m delighted that the 
council has listened to resi¬ 
dents and will be installing 
cameras to tackle speeding. 

“Speeding is a real prob¬ 
lem along the Birmingham 
New Road and I have been 
working with local council-

lors to press the council to 
sort it out.” 

Dudley councillor Ken 
Finch said: “Whether this 
will completely solve the 
problem I don’t know. Bir¬ 
mingham New Road is a 
very dangerous road and 
a fast road. Residents fear 
there might be a fatality in 
the future and we are trying 
to prevent that. 

“I’ve been involved for 
three years and have done 
quite a number of site visits. 
At least somebody is listen¬ 
ing to us, which is a good 
thing.” 

A series of other meas¬ 
ures aimed at improving 
safety on roads in the Dud¬ 
ley borough have also been 
revealed. 

Mini roundabouts could 
be added to Gospel End 
Street in Sedgley and the 
junction of Hagley Road 
and Albert Road, in Hayley 
Green, to aid traffic flow. 

The speed limit along 
Wynall Lane, Lutley Lane 
and Foxcote Lane near 
Halesowen will be reduced 
to 40mph as the current na¬ 
tional speed limit is deemed 
to be too fast for such resi¬ 
dential areas. 


Landlord who failed 
to act is fined again 

A LANDLORD has been found guilty for a second time of 
allowing a house to remain in serious disrepair. In total 
the two prosecutions have cost Adnan Rashid more than 
£7,000. 

Rashid, 29, failed to attend court and was found guilty 
in his absence of failing to comply with an improvement 
notice served by Sandwell Council. 

The house on Beeches Road, Rowley Regis, had problems 
including damp and mould, broken windows, defective 
doors and a damaged roof allowing water to leak inside. 

Rashid, of Station Road, Brierley Hill, was initially pros¬ 
ecuted after complaints about the condition of the house in 
2015. A second case was brought against the landlord when 
he failed to carry out repairs at the property. 

Rashid was fined £3,000, costs of £551.16, a victim’s sur¬ 
charge of £120 and £776.36 costs at the hearing last week. 
He was handed a previous fine of £3,046 last November.

Folks are getting 
down to the 22 
Push Up Challenge 

COUNCILLORS, police officers and the public are rally¬ 
ing together to take part in the 22 Push Up Challenge. 

The scheme is raising awareness for army veterans 
suffering Post Traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD). 

Dudley councillor Stuart Henley and Superintendent 
Keith Fraser of Wolverhampton police are among those 
who have been posting videos on social media in support 
of veterans. 

The challenge consists of 22 days and 22 push ups on 
each day to raise awareness for the 22 ex-servicemen and 
women who commit suicide every day in the US from 
PTSD. 

Mr Henley, who serves the Halesowen North ward, 
is on day 13 of the challenge which he is taking part in 
because he has friends from his time as a fire-fighter who 
suffer from PTSD. 

Superintendent Keith Fraser and other officers from 
Wolverhampton Police Station have also joined the ef¬ 
fort. He said: “One of my officers encouraged a number 
of colleagues to take part in the 22 push up challenge to 
honour those who serve and to help raise awareness for 
veteran suicide prevention through education. This is a 
worthy cause.” 

Zac Foster, 20, is from Darlaston and was in the Air 
Cadets for eight years and is now a student. He said: “I 
have seen the ins and outs of military lifestyle, so to me 
PTSD is a strong issue which is sometimes forgotten, 
we see soldiers move out to frontline, but we never see 
what happens to the soldiers on the other side. I wanted 
to raise awareness.” 


Footballer's 
family call 
for ‘robust’ 
investigation 

THE family of former Aston Villa star Dali¬ 
an Atkinson has welcomed the launch of a 
criminal probe into his death and insisted 
there must be a ‘robust’ investigation. 

Two West Mercia Police officers are facing an in¬ 
vestigation after Mr Atkinson was Tasered in Tel¬ 
ford. The 48-year-old died 90 minutes after being 
shot with the stun gun in the early hours of Monday, 
August 15. 

The retired footballer’s death is being investigated by the 
Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC), 
which insists it will carry 
out ‘a full and thorough’ in¬ 
quiry. The police watchdog 
said it would focus on ‘the 
level and type of force used’ 
by officers. 

In a statement released 
through the charity Inquest, 

Mr Atkinson’s family said: 

“We are still in shock as to 
the circumstances in which 
Dalian died. 

Determined 

“We are determined to get 
justice for him, which means 
getting to the truth. 

“We welcome the IPCC’s 
decision that this will be a 
criminal investigation and 
emphasise their request 
that there should be no 
speculation in the media as 
to what happened to Dalian. 

This could prejudice the 
criminal investigation and 
any potential prosecution. 

“We ask that anyone with 
information about what 
happened to Dalian in the 
early hours of Monday, Au¬ 
gust 15, contacts the IPCC. 

“We are looking to the 
IPCC to carry out a thor¬ 
ough and robust investi¬ 
gation that will ultimately 
provide transparency and 
accountability. Dalian’s 
memory requires nothing 
less.” 

The two officers have 
been served with gross 
misconduct notices but the 
IPCC stressed the launch of 
a criminal investigation did 
not necessarily mean crimi¬ 
nal charges will follow. 

Further analysis of the 
Taser is being carried out, 
the IPCC said, while a team 
of investigators has already

gathered statements from ‘a 
number of witnesses’. 

IPCC Commissioner Der¬ 
rick Campbell said: “Having 
carefully considered the ev¬ 
idence gathered so far, we 
are undertaking a criminal 
investigation into the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding Mr 
Atkinson’s death and the 
level and type of force used. 

“Two police officers will 
be interviewed under crim¬ 
inal caution by IPCC inves¬ 
tigators. 

“As this is a criminal in¬ 
vestigation, the IPCC is 
limited in the amount of 
information which can be 
released into the public do¬ 
main. 

“I would ask people to be 
patient during the progress 
of our investigation and not 
to add to speculation about 
the circumstances of Mr At¬ 
kinson’s death.” 

Mr Atkinson was Tasered 
after police were called to a 
disturbance at his father’s 
house in Meadow Close at 
1.30am.

A time when we mattered more 
than you or I, in the community 


WE live in a ‘me and mine’ world. 
The cult of the individual, of ‘do¬ 
ing it for me’, of watching out for 
myself, and of ‘it’s nothing to do 
with me’ has been proclaimed 
from the highest level and has 
pervaded all aspects of society. 

We spend our time looking out for 
ourselves, watching our backs, getting 
on with our own lives - and more and 
more we are on our own. 

We live at the back of our houses and 
in our back gardens. Our front door step 
is used only as an access into our private 
space, not to stand upon and look out at the 
life of the street and engage with it. 

We don’t join clubs like we used to and we 
don’t flock to the rec as once we did to play 
games of 20 a-side football. 

Our eyes are turned resolutely away 
from the public sphere and focused instead 
on our own little world. We sit transfixed 
by texting on our mobile phones, we com-

municate with our computers, we play with 
hi-tech equipment, and we watch satellite 
television that tells us of goings on across 
the world when we know so little about 
what’s happening around the corner. 

And when we do go outside we head as 
fast as we can for our cars to place ourselves 
safely within an extension of our home. 

We have become more insular and less 
neighbourly. This is a rapid reversal of the 
world in which so many of us grew up. 

That was indeed a ‘we and ours world’ 
where everything was part of a pool into 
which everyone could dip. 

That sense of mutuality was highlighted 
by the the Co-op, building societies and 
trade unions, but its roots lay firmly in the 
family. Very little was owned individually, 
everything belonged to each member, be 
they young or old. 

Mothers and fathers worked not for their 


own benefit but for the wellbeing of the 
family as a collective unit and taught their 
children the same belief. 

But it was not only the good things that 
were shared, so too were hardships - and 
hardships abounded in working-class Eng¬ 
land. If an old person had no fuel, someone 
would give them a bucket of slack.If a man 
was injured or killed in an accident at work, 
then the neighbours would pull together to 
help his widow and children get by. 

Women, especially older women, were at 
the centre of this community action. 

They found out what was happening 
through gossip. If a woman was ill, some¬ 
one would always feed her kids and do her 
washing. If she was in labour, an old lady 
would come and help with the birth. 

When someone died, another old lady 
would lay them out so that the family and 
neighbours could pay their respects, whilst 
yet another old lady would collect the 
money from the neighbours for the wreath. 

And it was also respected old women who 
would arrange the charabanc trips to the 


country or the seaside and the street parties 
that celebrated the great events in the life 
of the nation, like VE Day and the Corona¬ 
tion of the Queen. 

On Tuesday May 8, 1945, that day’s pa¬ 
pers carried the news that it was “VE Day 
Today”. In the West Midlands, as else¬ 
where, VE Day was marked by the pealing 
of church bells, the relaying by loudspeak¬ 
ers of the King’s broadcast speech at 9pm, 
parades of Civil Defence organisations, and, 
of course, street parties. 

Overnight, men and women had happily 
hung up bunting and flags, and it seemed 
that the poorer the neighbourhood the 
more colourful and plentiful were the deco¬ 
rations that garlanded the streets. 

As the preparations were made, they 
were accompanied by the bangs of fireworks 
that some people with foresight had saved 
from before the war - for there had been no 
public sale of fireworks for six years. 

The day itself was a damp one, but not 
even the rain could mar the cheerfulness 
that abounded.

Friends on song to help 
Sam walk on his own 


HUNDREDS of people attended a 
fundraiser for a four-year-old boy 
who needs a life-changing operation 
to help him walk. 

About 250 people attended a show 
at the Parkes Hall Social Club in 
Dudley last week, entertained by 
singers who all gave their time at no 
charge to help Wednesbury boy Sam 
Fellows, who has cerebral palsy. He 
could undergo an operation to help 
him walk next year but £30,000 for 
the operation in Leeds and his after¬ 
care must be collected first. 

The night raised nearly £3,000 
alone and the fundraising total for 
the whole effort is edging towards 
£10,000 - after just three months 
collecting. Sam’s mother Jen said: 
“It was fantastic, we had a really 
good time. Everyone was so gener¬ 
ous. We are overwhelmed by it. 

“Sam has to use a walker or a 


wheelchair. He cannot stand up on 
his own. He needs help at the mo¬ 
ment but the operation will free his 
legs and he wouldn’t be in such pain. 

“When we were referred we found 
that the NHS had stopped the fund¬ 
ing. We knew we were going to have 
to self-fund it. It’ll be life changing.” 

Sam will be going for a meeting 
with a consultant in Leeds on Sep¬ 
tember 12 to check whether an op¬ 
eration would be suitable. But Mrs 
Fellows said she is optimistic. 

The evening was arranged by a 
colleague of Sam’s father, Simon. 
Karen Bourne is the social club’s 
entertainments secretary and regu¬ 
larly puts on charity nights.

National Living Wage 


is ‘an opportunity’ 


STOURBRIDGE MP Margot James says it ‘will not be 
acceptable’ for companies to try and get around the Na¬ 
tional Living Wage by cutting employee benefits in other 
areas. 

The Conservative MP is the Government’s Parliamen¬ 
tary Under-Secretary for Business, Energy and Indus¬ 
trial Strategy. 

She was responding to a question from Petitions Com¬ 
mittee chairman Helen Jones, who raised concerns staff 
who work nights and at weekends could be penalised.

“In a growing economy, the National Living Wage 
should represent an opportunity to invest in talented 
staff and improve productivity. Employers need to en¬ 
sure their pay and reward packages are competitive to 
retain and develop the people they need for their busi¬ 
ness.” 
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Man who 
attacked 
partner is 
locked up 


A CONSTRUCTION worker, who butted his 
partner after threatening to disfigure her, has 
been jailed for 20 months. 

Gareth Dawson and Stacy Hilton were on their 
way home from a trip to Walsall Arboretum when 
violence flared on the No 4 bus travelling to Dudley, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

A row had been simmering between the pair - who had 


been drinking - since he 
laughed when she fell over 
earlier in the day. 

The victim told police she 
was grabbed round the neck 
from behind and struck in 
the face, leaving her with a 
nose bleed when the argu¬ 
ment turned ugly on June 2. 

This came some time after 
Dawson - who had 23 pre¬ 
vious convictions involving 
37 separate offences - sent 
Miss Hilton an alarming let¬ 
ter while in prison serving a 
sentence for another mat¬ 
ter, explained Mr Edward 
Soulsby, prosecuting. 

The 29-year-old defend¬ 
ant warned in the note that 
she would be injured so 
badly her own family would 
not recognise her. 

A complaint to police 
about the correspondence 
was withdrawn when the 
couple resumed their rela¬ 
tionship. He slept in a tent 
in the garden of her home 
because the terms of the 
tenancy agreement pre¬ 
vented them living under 
the same roof. 

Mr Oliver Grimwood, 
defending, said: “He wrote 
the threatening letter from 
prison while at a very low 
ebb. He had been smoking 
synthetic cannabis and was 
recently diagnosed with a

borderline personality dis¬ 
order. This has been a prob¬ 
lem for some time.” 

“They rekindled the rela¬ 
tionship. She allowed him to 
sleep in the garden. “ 

Referring to the incident, 
Mr Grimwood explained: 
“An argument had been 
bubbling since earlier in the 
day, when she slipped and 
he laughed at her. 

“It was a toxic relation¬ 
ship and he now wants no 
further contact with her.” 

Dawson, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, admitted both assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
and sending an offensive 
communication. 

He was sent to prison and 
banned from any contract 
with the victim for five years 
by Judge Amjad Nawaz, who 
told him: “You sent a nasty 
letter from prison, saying 
you would disfigure her so 
that nobody would look at 
her and even her own fam¬ 
ily would not recognise her. 

“You grabbed her by the 
throat on a bus and, when 
she turned round, head 
butted her in the face. No¬ 
body else on the bus came to 
help which sadly reflects the 
society we live in.”

SHE is following in the foot¬ 
steps of Sir Simon Rattle and 
Andris Nelsons. 

The new music director of the 
City of Birmingham Sympho¬ 
ny Orchestra, 29-year-old Mirga 
Grazinyte-Tyla, will pick up the 
baton at her ‘welcome’ concert 
in charge of the CBSO tomorrow 
evening (Friday). 

The Lithuanian has won plaudits for 
her energy and talent and from Sep¬ 
tember 2016 she will become officially 
the CBSO’s 12th chief conductor for a 
period of at least three years. 


She made her debut with the or¬ 
chestra in July 2015 and so impressed 
musicians, management and audi¬ 
ences alike that she was asked to re¬ 
turn in January to conduct a special 
concert. 

Grazinyte-Tyla was formerly as¬ 
sistant conductor at the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic. She is also music direc¬ 
tor of the Salzburg Landestheater, in 
which city she won the Salzburg festi¬ 
val young conductors award. 

Chief executive Stephen Maddock 
said: “There was an instant chemis¬ 
try between Mirga and our musicians, 
and the excitement in Symphony Hall 
at her concerts was palpable. Mirga 


is thrilling audiences wherever she 
goes.” 

Moritz Pfister, the orchestra’s prin¬ 
cipal second violin, agreed. “She’s a 
very popular choice. She’s very musi¬ 
cal, and also extremely expressive. She 
has a clear idea of what she wants, but 
at the same time she’s very receptive 
to what the orchestra has to offer.” 

Grazinyte-Tyla said: “I felt so at 
ease working with the CBSO, and I 
can’t wait to get started. Every single 
musician in the orchestra is an artist 
with great individuality and sense of 
responsibility.”

THE world’s most famous steam locomo¬ 
tive, Flying Scotsman, is coming to Bir¬ 
mingham before heading to the Severn 
Valley. 

It will be at Tyseley Locomotive Works 
during Birmingham Heritage Week and 
in steam and on public display from Sep¬ 
tember 16 to 18. The iconic loco will then 
operate on the Severn Valley Railway be¬ 
tween Kidderminster and Bridgnorth from 
September 21 to 26. 

Visitors are able to purchase tickets at 
Tyseley to walk through the corridor in the 
tender and onto the footplate for an expla¬ 
nation of the driver and fireman’s controls. 

The locomotive has undergone a complete 
overhaul and will be on loan courtesy of the 
National Railway Museum.

More black and Asian blood 
donors are urgently needed 


MORE black and south Asian 
people are needed as blood 
donors in the Black Country. 

NHS Blood and Transfer (NHS- 
BT) is urging people to donate 
blood as part of the Missing Type 
campaign, particularly from the 
black and Asian communities. 

The organisation revealed 12,053 
people in the Black Country, includ¬ 
ing Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell 
and Walsall gave blood at least once 
last year. 

But out of those were just 539 black 
people and 1,833 south Asian people. 

This is despite people from Black 


and Minority Ethnic backgrounds 
more likely to contract illnesses in¬ 
cluding sickle cell disease which may 
require a blood transfusion. 

Survive 

Abdul Alim, aged 28, from Sandwell, 
has thalassaemia which leaves him 
constantly weak and tired due to low 
haemoglobin levels meaning he con¬ 
sequently needs two to three units of 
blood transfused every four weeks in 
order to survive. 

He is of Bangladeshi background 
and works as a support and develop¬ 
ment worker for the OSCAR Sandwell 
charity. 


He said: “I feel reborn after a trans¬ 
fusion. Blood donation is a special gift 
and it is like being given another life.” 

In England, 3.5 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation is black African or black Car¬ 
ibbean but only 0.64 per cent of donors 
are from black communities, and 5.6 
per cent of the population is south 
Asian, yet they are only 1.1 per cent 
of all donors. 

Low figures have been put 
down to several barriers includ¬ 
ing limited time to donate, lack of 
awareness about the problem, fear of 
needles and religious permissibility - 
despite no major religion in the UK 
opposing blood donation.

Check before 
travel advice 

PASSENGERS are being advised to check 
before they travel this bank holiday as 
rail improvement work takes place. 

While more than 95 per cent of the 
railway will be open as usual, over 15,000 
members of Network Rail’s ‘orange army’ 
will be working round the clock to improve 
the network for millions of passengers. 

Bridge improvement work on the A453 
Tamworth Road between Four Oaks and 
Sutton Coldfield in Birmingham will mean 
buses replace trains between Lichfield and 
Aston on the Sunday until mid-afternoon. 

Martin Frobisher, route managing di¬ 
rector for Network Rail, said: “Work takes 
place 365 days a year as part of our Rail¬ 
way Upgrade Plan but we carry out larger 
upgrades over bank holidays when there 
are fewer passengers travelling.”

“He is a truly committed and honest gentleman and a val¬ 
ued member of staff who will be really missed.” 

He had actually taken early retirement from his previous 
job as an engineer in the bus industry, before he decided 
to enter the workplace again with the Dudley toolmakers. 
He was quickly promoted and ran the company’s quality 
management systems for more than 17 years. 

Mr Sinar said: “He was very well respected and a lovely 
gentleman.” Mr Reynolds added: “I have always enjoyed 
going to work. It has been great to see the company grow 
over the years. When I started there were only about 25 
people. Now it must be around 140.”

Shares to put £5m 
SVR plan on track 

A £5 million scheme to improve the Severn Valley Railway 
will be funded by the selling of shares. 

The improvements at Bridgnorth would see the addition 
of a 53-bed staff hostel, a station cafe and toilets. All the 
money raised from the share sale will be spent on the major 
overhaul, likely to be carried out in three phases. 

The first phase will be to restore parts of the railway in 
the style of the Great Western Railway in the 1900s. 

The original bar, waiting rooms, and a new buffet and 
toilets will all be developed in the first phase starting next 
October. The second phase will involve a new turntable 
being installed for engines and improvements to the car 
park at the top of the site. The final phase will be the build¬ 
ing of the accommodation block for volunteers. 

It is an investment that the SVR sees as bringing the sta¬ 
tion up to the same standard as the one in Kidderminster. 
The shares will go on sale this winter.

Zipping to Wales for 
a piece of the action 


THREE, two, one... go! And with 
that all too short countdown and 
every sense of self-preservation 
screaming ‘don’t do it’ inside 
your head, it’s time to place your 
faith in a harness and an inch- 
thick piece of steel wire. 

But by now it’s too late. You can’t go 
back. It’s time to sit back and enjoy the 
ride. 

The ride in question on this occasion is 
a huge zipwire down the side of a Welsh 
mountain. 

With butterflies dancing the fandango in 
your stomach, the metal frame disappears 
and it is just you, the screech of the zip- 
wire and 100ft of air between you and terra 
firma below. 

And my oh my, what a feeling, what a 
buzz. 

Within a second those initial fears evap¬ 
orate and the adrenaline rush takes over. 

Screaming over an old slate mine in Blae¬ 
nau Ffestionig you’re almost as free as a 
bird. This is pretty much as close to flying 
as you can get short of growing wings and 
taking off. And too soon you reach the bot¬ 
tom of the zipwire. Ear-to-ear smiles spread 
across the faces of myself, wife and the kids 
as we are uncoupled from the harnesses at¬ 
taching us to the wires. 

“We have to do that again!” is the consen¬ 
sus. And fortunately, this is Zipworld Titan, 
and there are another two runs to go before 
we’re at the bottom. 

Bring it on. 

This four-person zipwire is the first of its 
kind in Europe with thrill-seekers hitting 
speeds of up to 70mph. 

Believe me, this zip is well worth the trip. 

But this corner of north Wales is not just 
about flying through the air, there’s plenty 
going on beneath your feet too. 

Not least a trip back in time to experi¬ 
ence the gruelling lives of the slate miners’ 
whose endeavours shaped this incredible 
landscape with its scarred mountainsides 
and vast subterranean caverns. 

And what a life it was for those men. A

life lived almost completely in darkness, 
they worked from dawn till dusk under¬ 
ground, more often than not in the pitch 
black as candles cost money - and they had 
to provide their own. It’s tough to imagine 
the life of a slate miner but an underground 
tour at the Llechwed slate caverns shed 
some, erm, light on their incredible toil. 

Sat cheek-by-jowl with Snowdonia and 
some of the most stunning landscapes on 
these islands, Blaenau Ffestiniog is a raw 
reminder of how families once eked a living 
out of the ground beneath their feet. 

And it has its own eerie beauty. 

And everywhere around this town are re¬ 
minders of the graft which saw some 13,000 
people drawn to the industry at its height 
in the 19th century - more than double the 
current population of the town. 

And every piece of rock was put there by 
hand. The scale is incredible. The sights are 
stunning. 

The Ffestioniog Railway follows the route 
of the slate to the harbour from the mines 
and, from there, to the roofs of myriad 
buildings around the world. Now, however, 
it is part of Snowdonia’s new major indus¬ 
try and carries tourists rather than slate. 

And what a journey it is. Wending its 
way along mountainsides it hark back to an 
era of glamour. Pay the extra for a seat in 
the first class carriage if you can, it’s well 
worth it - you can almost imagine yourself 
on a miniature Orient Express as the train 
chugs towards its destination. 

Meanwhile, the Snowdon Mountain Rail¬ 
way makes short work getting to the high¬ 
est point in Wales. 

On a clear day, we’re told, you can see 
England, Ireland and the Isle of Man. 

Stunning Snowdonia has so much to 
offer. Our weekend snapshot was a glimpse 
leaving us needing to see more. 

To return to screech down another zip- 
wire, climb another mountain, ride another 
train. And soon.

Ancient treasures from sunken cities and shipwrecks

TREASURES found at the bottom of the 
sea have this year become the icons of 
popular archaeology with exhibitions in 
London and Oxford. 

Sunken Cities: Egypt’s Lost Worlds 
has been a major success for the Brit¬ 
ish Museum with artefacts submerged 
for more than a thousand years seeing 
the light of day again, while in Oxford at 
Britain’s oldest museum, the Ashmolean, 
visitors come face to face with Treasures 
From The Sicilian Seas in Storms, Wars 
and Shipwrecks. 

The British Museum’s blockbuster 
exhibition runs until November 27 (tick¬ 
ets £16.50 adults, under 16s free) and 
includes huge statues and gold jewellery 
from the lost cities of Thonis-Heracleion 
and Canopus. The former was a major 
Nile port and the latter a centre of wor¬ 


ship for the Egyptian gods, before both 
sank beneath the Mediterranean. 

The exhibition shows how Greek and 
Egyptian cultures blended in these cities 
and reveals secrets from the mysterious 
cult of Osiris, god of the underworld. 

The Ashmolean Museum of Art and 
Archaeology (part of the University of 
Oxford) has a fascinating display of items 
recovered from shipwrecks around the 
Italian island of Sicily. 

Most of these treasures have been 
uncovered over the last 60 years thanks 
to the advent of SCUBA diving equip¬ 
ment and pioneering diver-archaeologist 
Honor Frost. 

Sicily has long been the crossroads of 
the Mediterranean, prized and fought 
over by the Phoenicians, Greeks, Ro¬ 
mans, Byzantines, Arabs and Normans. 


Merchant and war ships representing all 
these conquerors have come to grief over 
the centuries along the island’s rugged 
coast and now yield their secrets. 

Highlights include an evocative Greek 
warrior helmet; the bronze battering 
rams from a Roman fleet; a ‘flat-pack’ 
Byzantine marble church that was part 
of the Emperor Justinian’s campaign to 
spread Christianity; and stone Roman 
heads (see picture left) probably from 
a sculptor’s studio, which ended up as 
ship’s ballast. 

Storms, Wars and Shipwrecks contin¬ 
ues at the Ashmolean until September 
25 (tickets £10 adults, half-price children 
and students, plus other concessions).

Discovering 
delights of 
transformed 
Scottish city 

FOR years Glasgow had a rather dubious reputation. 
It wasn’t the obvious place to take a weekend break, 
for even though it has always had a wealth of beautiful 
buildings, museums and art galleries - it was a physi¬ 
cally dirty place with a high level of violence. 

I first visited the city when a student back in the 
dark ages but with the protection of the then boyfriend 
- a Glaswegian. He himself was a little wary of some 
areas and was a very good guide. Not long after that 
the city fathers made a determined effort to clean up 
Scotland’s second city and 
over the years the place has 
been utterly transformed. 

Major changes began in 1988 
when it was the third UK 
city in a series of five to host 
a fantastic Garden Festival 
attracting people from not 
just Scotland or the UK but 
from many other places in the 
world. The festival was built 
on deserted dockland along¬ 
side the River Clyde and was 
something I’ve remembered 
ever since I visited. Two years 
later Glasgow was the Euro¬ 
pean City of Culture and people started to think of it 
as a destination as a tourist. 

Now the place is buzzing. Stylish bars, restaurants 
and shops offer a great social life along with the sump¬ 
tuous shopping offered! Live music of all genres is to 
the fore along with theatre and culture - several top 
rate museums, a fascinating cathedral and the Gothic 
Necropolis - it started as an open area to be enjoyed 
and then became the graveyard of the mainly rich. It 
sits at the top of a hill overlooking St Mungo’s with 
ornate and magnificent statements of the people lying 
under the ground or inside the imposing mausoleums 
dotted around. At twilight with sinister shapes stand¬ 
ing stark against the darkening sky it can be quite 
spooky. 

And so where to stay to discover this vibrant city? 
Just a short taxi ride from Glasgow Central Station 
(you can also easily walk it) is Blythswood Square 
Hotel, overlooking Blythswood Square on Blythswood 
Hill! 

The history of the area is fascinating. 

Blythswood Hill was developed as a result of the 
westward expansion of the city in the late 18th and 
early 19th centuries. Likened to Edinburgh’s New 
Town, it housed the city’s wealthy merchants and 
shipping magnates in four 
(or more) floored Georgian 
townhouses. The centrepiece 
of the area is Blythswood 
Square, which was originally 
intended by the Georgian ar¬ 
chitects and planners of the 
time to be the “new” centre 
of the city, and, although this 
is largely true from a geo¬ 
graphical standpoint, George 
Square which fronts the 
Glasgow City Chambers still 
remains Glasgow’s “official” 
centre. 

Blythswood Hill became 
infamous as the home of Madeleine Smith, a young 
woman who in 1857 was tried for the murder of her 
lover Pierre Emile L’Angelier. Although the verdict 
was not proven the story scandalised Scottish society, 
and is recounted in Jack House’s 1961 book Square 
Mile of Murder. 

Today, relatively few people live in Blythswood 
Hill, it is now mainly offices and forming, along with 
neighbouring Anderston, Glasgow’s financial district. 
Perhaps the most attractive building in the area is the 
hotel which began life in 2009 with the conversion of 
the former RSAC building by the Town House Com¬ 
pany. Now holding five stars, it provides a good location 
for exploration. And it provides first class service and 
accommodation. The contemporary rooms feature Ital¬ 
ian marble bathrooms, tea and coffee making facilities, 
satellite TV and free WiFi. Suites add separate lounge 
areas and espresso machines. The penthouse has a pri¬ 
vate dining room, free minibar and rooftop terrace. 

There’s a stylish cocktail bar, and a second offering 
light meals and an afternoon tea of the very best. The 
modern restaurant serves a mix of classic and a lit¬ 
tle off-beat cuisine. Of particular note during my din¬ 
ner were the scallops - crispy on the outside and just 
warmed through. Perfection. Oh and there was the 
stunning dessert and I could go on and on. There’s an 
a la carte menu and an excellent Market Menu. 

And now to the award-winning spa where facilities 
include nine treatment rooms, a thermal suite, two 
relaxation pools and more. It is a place for ultimate 
relaxation. 

To get to my ‘destination’ I went with Virgin Trains 
who offer a regular service. If you book in advance you 
can get a great deal on first class tickets.

Power PUP as 
punks grow up 



Canadian band PUP are growing up on the road, as heard on their new album 


CANADIAN punky pow¬ 
er-pop outfit PUP are prom¬ 
ising a blistering show in 
Birmingham, following the 
release of their new album 
The Dream Is Over. 

The album’s title is a riposte to the 
doctor who told singer and guitar¬ 
ist Stefan Babcock those very words 
when a cyst was found on his vocal 
chords. 

Some wear and tear was not sur¬ 
prising after the Toronto quartet had 
played 450 shows over two years in 
support of the band’s self-titled debut 
album. 

But The Dream Is Over is very 
much an affirmation that the dream 
is still alive. It’s brattish blasts of 
angry nerd rock, fuelled by self-loath¬ 
ing, youthful angst and the desire to 
escape a small town existence, show 
that the 20-something rockers hav¬ 
en’t lost their mojo... and their lead 
singer delivers a full-voiced ‘up yours’ 
to bleak medical advice. 

Touring 

Stand out tracks include the an- 
themic Pine Point and Old Wounds, 
while Can’t Win, My Life is Over & 
I Couldn’t Be Happier, and If This 
Tour Doesn’t Kill You, I Will mixes 
loathing and self-deprecation. 

Babcock says: “I think that a lot of 
people in their mid-20s start to feel 
this sense of disillusionment, realis¬ 
ing that maybe life isn’t going to turn 
out exactly as you’d pictured it. 

“I love touring and playing music 
more than anything in the world. 
But there’s also this realisation that 
maybe the romanticised vision of this 


lifestyle I’d imagined ten years ago 
has little or no relation to the actual 
experience - waking up in a Walmart 
parking lot in a van full of dudes and 
thinking I’m 27, broke and lonely. 
That’s where a lot of these songs 
come from. 

“I think most people eventually 


experience that resignation, that ac¬ 
ceptance of real life with all its imper¬ 
fections. It’s called growing up.” 

PUP, who also feature guitarist 
Steve Sladkowski, bassist Nestor 
Chumak and drummer Zack Mykula, 
are in concert at The Rainbow, in Dig- 
beth, Birmingham, on Tuesday.

I t’s 60 years since Hancock’s Half 
Hour made the leap from the radio 
to the small screen, and in the 
process became British TV’s first great 
home-grown sitcom. 

And that’s all the excuse the BBC 
needed to launch a new season 
celebrating the genre, and looking 
back at some of the other much-loved 
comedies that have amused us over 
the years. 

This week alone there are new 
versions of Are You Being Served, 
Porridge and Goodnight Sweetheart 
(as well as a prequel to Keeping Up 
Appearances entitled Young 
Hyacinth), while we’ll also soon be 
seeing new casts recreate the scripts 
for ‘lost’ episodes of Steptoe and Son, 
Till Death Us Do Part and the 
aforementioned Hancock’s Half Hour. 

But if that’s left you wondering 
where the much-loved classic sitcoms 
of tomorrow are going to come from, 
never fear - BBC Two is out to prove 
that the genre is still in rude health 
with a string of pilots, including 
tonight’s Home from Home. 

On paper, all the new one-offs look 


promising - Peep Show’s Paterson 
Joseph and Robert Webb are starring 
in The Coopers vs The Rest and Our 
Ex Wife respectively, while award¬ 
winning stand-up comedian James 
Acaster is behind We the Jury. 

Motherland practically groans with 
class, as its writers include Graham 
Linehan (Father Ted and The IT 
Crowd) and Sharon Horgan 
(Catastrophe, Pulling). 

However, as seasoned sitcom 
watchers know, no matter how good 
the pedigrees of everyone involved, 
sometimes a comedy also needs that 
little bit of extra unpredictable magic to 
succeed. 

So, let’s all keep our fingers crossed 
for Home From Home, which stars a 
couple of actors who know a thing or 
two about crowd-pleasing sitcoms - 
Johnny Vegas, who has logged in 
plenty of hours by the pool in ITV’s 
Benidorm, and Joanna Page, aka the 
female half of Gavin & Stacey. 

They star as married couple Neil 
and Fiona Hackett, who, after years of 
scrimping and saving, have finally 
made their long-cherished dream of 


owning a lodge in the Lake District a 
reality. 

At first it seems that their ‘traditional’ 
lodge at Lake View Holiday Park has 
been worth all the hard work and 
sacrifices - but that’s before they 
meet their new neighbours, Robert 
(Adam James) and Penny Dillon 
(Emilia Fox). 

Robert is outdoorsy, while Penny 
is glamorous and louche, and Neil 
can’t help feeling that the Dillons 
are superior to the Hacketts in every 
way. 

Fiona is willing to put any feelings of 
inferiority to one side and join their 
new neighbours for a ‘getting to know 
you’ barbecue, but her husband is 
less convinced. 

However, when the sangria starts 
flowing, it seems that everyone 
loosens up - which may not be a 
good idea as Neil commits the 
ultimate faux pas... 

It remains to be seen whether 
Home From Home will be so 
successful that someone will be 
recreating it in 2078, but here’s hoping 
it gets to become a series.

And don’t mistake my ‘looks matter’ im¬ 
pression, the DS 3 offers the best package 
for my needs. 

It has good ride and handling, low run¬ 
nings costs and is very well put together 
inside. There’s also plenty of kit as standard 
across the trims plus a range of economical 
and entertaining engines. 

That standard spec includes alloy wheels, 
air-conditioning, an anti-theft alarm and a 
new 7-inch colour touchscreen. 



Step up from the entry level Chic to Ele¬ 
gance and you also get ‘Blade’ 16-inch alloy 
wheels and LED front fog lights and inside, 
sports seats with stylish new ‘Dinamica’ cloth 
trim and automatic air-conditioning.

Impressed 

I tried out the Prestige THP 165 S&S 
6-speed manual and while not the most 
friendly in terms of emissions as regards 
road fund licence, it impressed me more 
than the DS 5 I drove earlier in the summer. 

My journey into work includes some lovely 
winding country roads and the DS 3 was a 
joy to travel in, especially at my usual com¬ 
mute time of around 6.30am. 

It loved the corners and thanks to to its 
fairly stiff suspension, always felt well posi¬ 
tioned and secure on the road. And it also 
enjoyed dual carriageway and motorway 
cruising - giving the feeling of being in a 
much larger car. 

One of the biggest contributers to the trav¬ 
el comfort lies with the large supportive seats. 
Get out after a couple of hundred miles and 
there was no unwinding of the spine! 

The 1.6 litre THP 165 almost gives you a 
hot-hatch performance - it will get from 0-62 
mph in 7.5 seconds and should you get on a 
race track will get up to 135 mph.

HE is responsible for introducing rugby to 
hundreds of children from the West Midlands. 

Now Cannock’s Steven Brown believes he is 
coaching youngsters who will one day star for the 
imperious All Blacks after starting a new life in New 
Zealand. 

Rugby fanatic Brown - together with his wife of 33-years 
Julie - are well-known locally for the role they played in 
establishing the junior game in Cannock.

“Meeting the All Blacks was, of course, a great moment 
for me but I was just so proud of the boys because they were 
a credit to their families and to Tamaki College,” Brown 
said. “The All Blacks gave us some great tips and provided 
a day that these youngsters and myself will never forget. 

“Having coached rugby around the world this will remain 
as one of my greatest moments. 

“Tamaki College is not known for being a rugby school, 
but it currently has an excellent first XV, under-15s and 
now an under-14s team. I know that I am coaching future 
All Blacks.” 

Brown’s love for rugby began as a youngster when he 
watched his brother Bill star for the likes of Lichfield, Staf¬ 
fordshire and London Irish. 

A tough tackling prop, he himself played for Lichfield as 
well as Staffordshire, Stafford and Walsall. But it was after 
hanging up his boots that he and his wife began looking to 


encourage more youngsters to take up the sport. “To start 
the Cannock RUFC junior teams I had to prove to the local 
youngsters from the wider Cannock area that there was 
another sport other than football,” he said. 

“Cannock RUFC Juniors with an under-14 team then 
won the Staffordshire Championship in their first season. 

“The following season we started the under-12s and the 
following season the under-lOs.

Midlands teams such as Moseley, Walsall, Bromsgrove, 
Stafford and Lichfield.”

After achieving so much success in junior rugby, Brown 
revealed the pair opted to move the other side of the world 
to fulfil Julie’s dream of living in New Zealand.
